The Late Rtconnoissance to Dalton.

rCorrejpoBOenca of the loulsville Journal. 1 
TrxsEL Hill, Ga., Feb. 20. 
To better understand the objects and com- 
prehend the policy of the demonstration or 
reconnoicsnnce in force of the 14th corps, un- 
der Gen. Palmer, ia the direction of Dalton, 
Ga., a true record of which I shall attempt in 
this, it will not perhapi be inapposite or ill- 
timed to preface the story of the expedition 
with a succinct rttume of the'po-itionand con- 
dition of the armies of the Department of the 
Mississippi, the tasks before them, and the re- 
lations of each to the others. 

OUB GRAND CORDON 

Begins at Kcoiville on the left. The Army 
of the Ohio, under Burnside, moving simul- 
taneously with Fosecrans in the Chattauoop;* 
campaign, wrested from the enemy in this 
it point, which, in importance, as evidenced 
in the wail that went up when its abandon- 
ment was Known in the Sontli, and by the 
desperate and &!mo3t fatal efforts to regain it, 
which loet to the Confederacy, by the de- 
tachment of Longetrcet from Braes, the ad- 
vantages Rchieved at Cbickamauga, was sec- 
ond only to Chattanooga itself. Chickamau- 
ga imperilled the Army of the Cumberland, 
even behind the works at Chattanooga. This 
point must be oar base, or Knoxville be aban- 
doned. To render secure and useful the one, 
the audacious eneray that looked down upon 
us from the heights of Missionary Uidge and 
Lookout Mountain, commanding river and 
railroad communication, and even casting 
with impunity his mifsiles into the city and 
the works, must be dislodged. , 

The straggle at Missionary Ridge, while it 
secured rt sale and permanent base, raised the 
siege of Knoxville, opened communication 
for the transportation of supplies to the han- 
gcred garrison, and, as was supposed, re- 
deemed Kiist Tennessee. Longatrcet, unsuc- 
cessful in his fercciou3 onsets against our 
works, learning of the advancoof the victors 
of Missionary Ridgo, withdrew, and our lines 
were firmly established. Reinforced, with a 
pertinacity and daring that all but rendered 
honorable his fans?, he pressed Inck, and 
again lays siege to the much coveted prize, 

COUUdilCATIOS ENDAHCKBID. 

The presence of so powerful a force, led by 
so shrewd and subtle an enemy, rendered it 
imperative that the question of possession 
should be decided, ettaer oy giving tne De- 
lcaguerer battle at once, or by distracting 
our foes by important movements against 
their left. 

From Knoxville to Decatur, the line is held 
by the departmental armies, assisted by corps 
. from the armies of the Mississippi and Poto- 
mac. 'Memphis ia next in line. At Vicka- 
burg, far to the right, lay troops that might 
be employed in extending onr possessions, 
and encompassing the last powerful rebel 
stronghold on the gulf at Mobile. 

A SCITADLI LEADBB. * 

Sherman, whoso successful march across 
the country to assist our beleaguered forces Rt 
Chattanooga, demonstrated bis superior abili- 
ties for provisioniDgand manoeuvring an army 
unattended by supply trains, was selected as 
a leader for ao army that should mo~o with 
celerity directly through the enemy's country, 
cnt his communication, and levy on the peo- 
ple for its subsistencs. 

MOVEMENTS OF TBR EKHMY. 

As was anticipated, the hurried and victo- 
rious advance of Sherman, who, within five 
days from the time his columns were in mo- 
tion, occupied Jackson, Miss., incited the 
Southern people and their leaders with, the 
profoundrst fears, and turned their every en- 
ergy to the ono work of opposing the invad- 
ing forces. 

8FFECT OS THEIR ARMIHS UNDER JOHNSTON AND 
LIE. 

Ceneral Sherman, learning through relia- 
ble sources that the rebel leaders were trans- 
ferring troops from Johnston with the object 
•f outnumbering and overwhelming him, tel- 
egraphed his convictions to General Grant, 
and asked for a diversion from Chattanooga 
for the purpose of holding at Dalton troop3 
that would otherwise be hurled against him, 

A RECONNOISSANOB DETERMINED OS. 

It bad been determined before to consoli- 
date the army at Chattanooga with the Knox- 
ville forces, push out from the works, aad ia 
open fight test the strength of the pertina- 
cious LoDgstreet. 

The length of time required to join the 
armies was too great to reader any assistauce 
to Sherman by preventing the departure of 
reinforcements to Polk, and though the force 
at command tor offensive operations against 
a point so magnificently fortified by nature as 
Dalton, was eo small as to render the effort 
somewhat hazardous, the vigor and sagacity 
o< Thomas was relied on to prevail against 
disaster, and on the morning of the 221 inat., 

THE COLCHN MOVED. 

While in the North, where the sword and 
, torch have not sent sorrow to families and 
'id waste the land, the people, revelling in 
Tjj .luxuries that wealth secures, and grateful 
<^- 1 ic memory of those who gave thorn a 
g >. nmeut that would protect and foster if 
thi *>■ dnesa were reciprocated, celebrated on 
thai,''' ' the anniversary of tho birth of 
Wash ■>-', to whose sword and mind the 
nation . 'St indebted for its liberties, Amer- 
icans in , ygainat rebellion wero marching 
to engage- V country's euemies. A light 
azure haze .ted the atmosphere, and mel- 
lowed the sunlight of the morning. There 
' was not breeze enough to stir the faintest wail 
among the pine groves of Chickamauga. It 
was our Northern Indian summer, whose 
home is in the South. A balmier, more tran- 
quil morning never inspired the genius of a 
poet. Read said of its like, 
"The day bo mild 
I* Heaven's own child 
To eanh and ocean reconciled." 

TUB ADVANCE 

Was taken by Gen. King's brigade of Gen. R. 
W. Johnsons division. This division was 
followed by Gen. Baird, with Van Deveer's 
and Hays's brigades. The troops carried three 
days' rations in their haversacks. 

THB FLANKS 

Were protected by Col. Harrison's 39th Indi- 
ana mounted infantryon the left, who broke 
camp at Tyner's Station on the morning of the 
21st, encountering the enemy's cavalry, whom 
he drove before him, losing but one man 
wounded. Col. Boone, of the 28th Kentucky, 
with his regiment and the 2d Kentucky cav- 
alry, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Watts, crossed Taylor's Ridge at Wood's Gap, 
and pressed the enemy back on our right.. 

Gen. King, with a small vanguard of cav- 
alry, entered Ringgold, drove out the rebel 
vedettes, occupied the crests of the abutting 
ridges, and threw his pickets along the road 
that circles the eastern base of white Oak 
Mountain, which in turn is laved by the 
waters of East Chickamauga. 

CAPTCRB OF LIEUTENANT ATRES. 

This estimable young officer, Acting Adju 
Unt of the 19th Regular Infant!*/, in en. 
deavoring to find a place where he supposed 
a picket had been stationed, that he might 
correct the line, ventured too far beyond the 
line, end was captured by a couple of rebel 
tavalrymen. 

TCP00RAPH7 OF TIIR COUNTRY. 

Taylor's IUdge at Ringgold runs almost 



north and south until it ncars the Gap, when 
it veers a little to the southeast and decreases 
in width. 

".'.st Chickamauga, a tortuous little stream 
Of crystal spring water, strikes the ridge at a 
point called White Oak Mountain just w ere- 
if it inclines to the southwest, and, creeping 
around its base and mirroring the beautiful 
young pines that clothe the slope, steals 
through the Gap to the northwest. 

Crossing the stream, the wagon road runs 
almost due east and west for about a mile, 
crossing a beautiful valley, the entrance to 
which on the north is Parker's Gap. 

Tho railroad crosses and tollow3 the stream. 
Three.quarters of a mile distant from the Gap 
is Catoosa Station, once a stopping place for 
those who contemplated visiting the faunas 
springs, about three miles farther cast. 

Down this valley on the 21st came Colonel 
Harrison's 39th Indiana mounted infantry, 
meeting with and joining Gen. King. 

RCIXri AT RINGGOLD. 

If it were not that complaint of the soldiers 
for wanton destruction of splendid public 
buildings is often interpreted as the chidings 
and croakingsof those who cannot be in sym- 
pathy with the cause they battle for, I would 
feel disposed to protest at length against what 
I can hardly believe inures to the benefit of 
the soldier or the cause, and what I am in- 
clined to thuik does u3 more injury than the 
enemy. rwe stand the ragged, blackened 
walls of at least a half dozsn as C03tly public 
buildings as one would find in any of our 
most thriving Kentucky towns. A few 
smaller buildings, some stores, and a few 
dwellings caught fire from the burning public 
buildings and were destroyed. The town was 
burned directly after the disaster that befel 
tho pursuing forces under Hooker, who at- 
temr ted to storm the rebel position on Taylor's 
Ridge. 

WHEN WK SHALL REGRET THEIR LOSS. 

It is in contemplation now to repair at once 
the railroad from Chattanooga to Ringgold. 
Should it become desirable when tho army 
advances to lessen the distance that supply 
trains must travel to be reloaded for the front, 
and Ringgold be used as a depot of supplies 
(a thing not improbable), tlra, as in the case 
of the destruction of the depot buildings at 
Dechard, Tenn., last summer, we shall very 
greatly need the Buildings to shelter our 
bread. 

THE TOWS ABANDONED. 

This place, I am informed, wa3 once one of 
the most flourishing aud wealthiest little 
country seats in Northern Georgia. It then 
contained, I presume, a population of six or 
eight hundred. Now there are but two or 
three families, and thoy have scarcely food 
snCicient to sustain them. 

MOVLMENTS ON THB 23D— THE WEATHER. 

This was 03 lovely a morning almost as 
that of yesterday. The night, as comports 
with the climate, was stingiDg cold, and, 
though the amospherc at sunrise wus not un- 
pleasantly raw, the pines glittered under a 
frosty mantle S3 though jewelled by some 
nisgic hand. 

A LATE START. 

The results of the march the day preceding 
had been despatched by courier to General 
Thomas at Chattanooga, who was too unwell 
at the time of starting to accompany the col- 
umn. After visiting the scenes of Hooker's 
struggle for the possession of the ridge, 1 vis- 
ited the headquarters of General King, near 
the Gap. 

It is 11 o'clock in the day almost when I 
hear the drum, and turning, see the troop3 
advancing. 

THB ADVANCE TO-DAY 

Is Colonel Harrieon's 39th Indiana. The 
boys arc well mounted, and are* armed with 
the "Spencer repeating rifle." Having 1 had 
some experience with mounted infantry, I 
availed myself of the oportunity to accompa- 
ny the advance. 

ENCOUNTER BF.BPL VFDHTTES. 

We had moved scarce half a mile, when 
the enemy's vedettes were seen moving 
tbrongh tho timber, qear the base of a ridge, 
on the right. 

The stone church is where the Dalton and 
Red Hill wagon roads intersect. Skirmishers 
were deployed at this point, who with a yell 
plunged into the stream, and pursued the 
rebels. This ridge parts a mile beyond, and 
admits the main road. On tho summit of the 
continuation, the rebels tarried to deliver a 
deliberate fire. The boys of the 39th, who in 
fighting remind me of Wilder' s mounted in- 
fantry, displayed no hesitancy in giving the 
opportunity. Dashing forward wita yells that 
seemed but the voices of exultant hearts pant- 
ing for adventure, they skimmed the plain 
is gracefully and almost aa rapidly as the 
swellow would. 

I follow with my friend FuTay, of the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette, and in a moment the white 
emo&e curia up rrom a nan uoz~n reoel mus- 
kets on tho hill. The volley only inspired 
our skirmishers, and with a defiant shout 
that rings above the musketry clatter, our 
horsemen rise the slope at aH exciting gallop. ' 
If there is any species of excitement more 
thrilling than any other, that incites at once 
tbe pride and curiosity, it is that attendiog 
the charge of a mounted force. I have ac- 
companied numerous expeditions against the 
enemy, and have followed with all the inter- 
est and enthusiasm I thought possible to feel 
the forces on a charge, but this was far more 
thrilling and enthusing than any other, dur- 
ing a year's experience on raids and expe- 
ditions. 

RERFM FORM LIKE OK BATTLE. 

From this point the enemy's cavalry offered 
no resistance, save with light line of skirmish- 
ers, who fire at long range and do no damage. 
The ridge on tbe right of the road, running 
in a southeasterly direction, veers suddenly 
eastward and is met by a hill of gradual as- 
cent, that seems a mighty buttress to the main 
riige. Half way down the slope and in an 
open field stands a small log house inhabited 
by an indigent family named Baxter. Jast 
below this house, and between it and us, the 
rebels, taking advantage of an excellent cover 
afforded by dead trees and logs, prepared in 
line of battle to dispute our progress. 

Col. Harrison dismounted one of his com- 
panies, and, advancing in line of battle through 
a heavy growth of young pines that almost 
arched the road with their brilliant green, he 
soon arrived within easy gunshot of the rebel 
line. With the easy, stealthy tread of men, 
who learned their profession by long experi- 
ence, the skirmishers work their "SpencerV' 
vigorously. A party emerging from the un- 
dergrowth on the rebel left administer a vol- 
ley, when the rebels break and run. 

AGAIN ON THE MARCH. 

Remounting, Col. Harrison pushed ou to the 
summit of the bill. Tbe enemy, strongly re- 
inforced, had formed another line of battle a 
half mile further on. His force was superior 
to our own, and Colonel Harrison determined 
to wait the arrival of our infantry. Forming 
in lino of battle in the open fields to tho right 
and left, the skirmishers of either party kept 
up a harmless clatter of small arms for about 
two hours. Fearing that the infantry, many 
miles to the rear, could not arrive in time to 
succor him should the rebels attack, Colonel 
Harrison withdrew. Scarcely a half mile had 
been passed when a brigade of infantry, under 

OARLIH, 13 SEEN HURRIEDLY ADVANCING. 

Rising the hill, he throws his force into line 
of battle, the famous 19th Illinois, for the oc- 
casion attached to his command, holding the 
left. 

OB*. EING ARRIVES, 

And at once draws out bis troops on the right. 
At'ten minutes before 3 o'clock, P. M., the 
whole line advances and the rebels retire. 

A stubborn resistance was met with by 
Oarlin at Clarke's, a debilitated rebel, whose 
taciturnity when questioned in regard to mat- 
ters of which be could not have been ignorant 
almost resulted, despite hisaftliction3and bod- 
ily deformity, in his being taken off r. prisoner 
by Gen. Johnson. 

THE REBELS FORM BEHIND A BARRICADE, 

The main ridge, buttressed at almost regu- 
lar intervals with massive hills that jut out 
apparently as supports, changes direction 
within a mile of Tunnel Hill, and crossing the 
road almost at right angles, approaches a cor 
responding wooded ridge to the left that runs 
parallel with and ahnost collides with Tunnel 
Ridge. The summit of the ridge that crosses 
the rood is wooded on the right as our line of 
battle rested. In the open field to the left and 
in that on the slope of the right was erected 
the rail barricade to which the enemy's skir- 
mishers retired. 

THEIR F0RCB 

Was not known with any degree of certainty, 
and it was determined to flank with the cav- 
alry and push forward cautiously the skir- 
mishers in front. Colonel Harrison, with one 
company, ascended tho hill or spur under cov- 
er of the forest, flanking the rebel left. Our 
cavalry skirmishers also engaged those of the 
enemy on the ridge far to the left. At five 
minutes before four P. M. onr infantry skir- 
mishers were put in motion, tho 10th Wiscon 
sin ascending the heights to the left, where 
the rebels, retiring from their defences, mount 
ed and prepared to deliver a velley as we rose 
to the crest. 

COL. HARRISON'S 3?TH INDIANA CHARGES. 

The rebels had rc-moanted and were wait 
ing the advance of the infantry, when the 
clatter of hoofs on a road running along the 
southern slope of the spur, accompanied by 
the demoralizing yell of the detachment, pre 
capitated the flight cf the rebel forces. Har- 
lison, emerging from the cover ot pines, 
charged down the road in ranid pursuit, 
Generals Johnson, Carlin, and Whipple, gal- 
loping up, witnesnerl the oT^i'inqr race. 

Tbe excitement that followed *'as tco in- 
tense to admit of a puaitiuu co the rear, aad 
the correspondents with tho advance joined 
tbe charging force, As the maia line ot in- 



fantry, reaching the crest of the hill, saw the 
grny, massive column of dust rising frsm the 
road, the little, inferior force of our cavalry in 
hot pursuit of a fiyjng fores doubly greater 
than itself, and amid the clamor of rattling 
hco's and crackling musketry, heard the earn- 
est and hearty cheers of the-brave fellows that 
continned to pursue. When the rebels had 
been again reinforced, a long, loud, enthusi- 
astic cheer rang through the valleys, floated 
from ridge to ridge, and died away into faint- 
est echoes among the dark, repulsive glens 
between lofty Rocky Face and Tunnel IUdge. 

REBEL AUDACITY. 

The enemy's cavalry, the only force that 
oppoted us from the start, departed on tne 
Dalton road, and took up a position at the 
Gap, where the wagon road crosses tha ridge. 
Presuming that the town was safe, my com- 
panion of the press and I entered and inquired 
of the few families Temaining for late rebel 
rapers. At a little building used for storing 
forage we found a lot of corn, and, as our 
lean, lank animals, the style of quadru- 
ped so popular with tho rermrtorial pro- 
fession, or rather the unenviable species 
that an ungenerous 'Fate awards it, had 
been dieting on rails and sach other 
questionable nutriment during the day, we do- 
tal mined to unbridle and explore the town in 
qocst of items, while our steeds munched at 
rebel forage. We did explore, and remounted 
to visit a gentleman at the lower end of the 
village. Sitting on our horsee in front of ins 
dwell. i g and on the highway, in plain view 
of the rebel vedettes, one impudent fellow, 
who felt no awe in the contemplation that his 
intended victims in citizens' apparel, might be 
an inquisitive detachment from the august 
order of "KnighU of tho Quill," actually took 
deliberate aim, and treated us to an unwelcome 
leaden reminder, that expedited a alrategctic 
change of base. 

THE V1I.LAGB OF TUNNEL HILL, 

Adorned by an occasional fine building, is 
situated in the valley about two-thirds of a 
mile west of Tunnel Ridge, which at this 
point is pierced by the Dalton and Chattanoo- 
ga Railroad. There are few families hare, 
and they were supported by the Confederacy, 
from which they have been drawing rations 
for some time. 

The food issued is good, sound corn, occa- 
sionally a little flour, and rusty side meat. 
Coffeo is a luxury that never graces the board. 
An intelligent and accomplished lady, with a 
family, informed us that our troops had taken 
her corn, and she feared her little ones would 
suffer from actual hunger. 

CAVALRY MOVEMENTS. 

Col. Boone, with hisown regiment (the 23th 
Kentucky), lieutenant-Colonel Wutts's 2i 
Kentucky, and Col. Palmer's 15th Pennsylva- 
nia cavalry regiment, was sent by Gen. Pal- 
mer in command of the expedition to protect 
and operate on the right Hank. Ascendiag 
Taylor's Ridge by Nicko Jack Trace's, and 
passing through Woodb's Gap, where tbe ene- 
my's vedettes were met and driven, Colonel 
Palmer, to insure against a flanking move- 
ment by the enemy, was detached at Rock 
Spring and ordered to ascend a valley and no3- 
sess a gap in a minor ridge to the right of Tun- 
nel Hill. Col. Boone, passing through Surn- 
merville, held on for Tanuel Hill, driving tho 
3Cth Georgia before bim, and capturing Lieu- 
tenant Bridges and nine privates. Striking 
the Tunnel Hill road at Gordon Springs, Ool. 
Boone came in on tbe rebel right flank just as 
their cavalry haddrawn upon tho slope to the 
left of the Dalton wagon road. 

boone's column bhellsd. 

Tho troops in line of battle just in rear of 
the town, fondly bopiog that they were going 
i%to bivouac after their tiresome day's march, 
were building fires, and the vedettes" and pick- 
ets were posted for the night, when the ene- 
my, descrying Boono leisurely approaching, 
opened on him with four pieces of artillery, 
and compelled a deflection to the left for the 
protection of a ridge. 

Up to this time we bad seen no artillery, 
and, as it was not employed against the in- 
fantry from the heights ot Tunnel Hill, it was 
supposed that the rebels had none there. 

THE COLUMN WITHDRAWS. 

Gen. Johnson, encompassed here by ridges, 
his divhion exposed in the open fields to the 
rebel guns, and being informs 1 by some of 
the citizens that a division of rebel infantry 
lay on the eastern slope of Tunnel Hill, pru- 
dently ordered a withdrawal to the main 
force, then in bivouac four miles to the roar, 
near Catoosa Station. 

RESULT OF OPERATIONS TnH3 FAR 

Rather bewildered all. Was the enemy 
strong enough to resist an assault? and was 
he not manoeuvring to entice us into a trap? 
Over against tbe ridge to the right of the 
main road stood a number of artillery targets. 
Tbe rebel gnnners have doubtless been prac- 
!!c*l.<l; Tor a long time, and h.uoir jujt t»uw to 

ptau*. n provp w -e m I fc q w t*.-luruu tu motion 

along the main road. If, however, the rebel 
force wbp small and incompetent to the task 
of defending tbe position, policy would dic- 
tate that as strong a showing as possible 
should be made to check and detain U3 unlil 
reinforcements could be brought up. 

THE BIVOUAC 

A corps encamped in a posiiion where the 
eye can grasp at a glance the glittering my- 
riad of fires offers at night an imposing spec- 
tacle. All over the valleys, stringing along 
as tar back as Ringgold Gap, and peeping 
through the wooded heights around, sparkle 
and glare the cheering fires of the camp and 
the picket reserves. How many that sleep 
around tbe fires to-ni/ht, will dioam of home 
for the last time, and at sunrise look upon that 
orb their last! 

"orR losses « 
Thus far have been very slight. Sergeant 
Jackson, of the 19th Illinois, a thorough, en- 
ergetic soldier, was killed while the line was 
advancing tbree miles frou Tunnel Hill. The 
other casualties law as unable to ascertain. 

OPERATIONS OR THE 21TH — THB LEADER3 IS 
CONSULTATION. 

The trcops were up at early dawn. An un- 
clouded sun, wbose rays struggled with tbe 
murky smoke that floated au ashey veil 
through the valleys, shed a soft and mellow 
light on the mustering forces. 

Grouped about the smouldering Ere?, the 
troops were humrring ditties, perpetrating 
jokes, and rollickinir in mirth and hilarity. 
Danger could not chill. Mars and Momu3 
were joined hands, and merriment was aban- 
doned only to begin the work of death. 

At Gen. Johnson's headquarters are assem- 
bled Generals Palmer, commandiag the corps, 
Whipple, General Thomas, Chief of Staff, 
Davis, commanding division, and brigade 
commanders Generals Carlin and Morgan and 
Colonels McCook and Hambrigbt. 

Why we delayed so long I know not. Tho 
troops were all up and in position. 

BRIGADIER- GENERAL CRUFT's DIVISION, * 

Which be commands in the absence of Major- 
General Stanley, left Cleveland simultaneous- 
ly with tbe departure of the expedition from 
Chattanooga, and on the evening of the 231 
bivouacked aloog the Red Hill road, and 
awaited orders. 

THH CAVALRY ADVANCE 

This morning was entrusted to the command 
of Col. Harrison, who formed in column the 
39th Indiana mounted infantry, his own reg- 
iment, and Col. Boone's 28th and 2d Ken- 
tucky cavalry moving forward by column 
about twenty minutes before 9 o'clock. Rebel 
vedettes were soon encountered and driven 
back.

THE REBEL FORCE 

Was exceedingly wenk this morning, and on- 
posed but slight resistance. Passing the hill 
where the rail barricade was constructed, the 
mounted troops were posted in a depression of 
an open field, near the residence of Mr. Smith, 
who lives three-feurths of a mile from Tun- 
nel Hill. Here the cavalry was held until tho 
infantry came up. Tbe enemy concealed his 
battery behind the ridge, "and determined not 
to unmask it until the position of tha column 
in tbe plain below gave every opportunity to 
injure us. 

AGAIN THE MOUNTED FORCES ADVANCE. 

A consultation and inspection resulted in 
an order for the cavalry to move forward over 
the road. The three regiments were out and 
aH fairly in motion by column at twelve 
o'clock. They bad scarcely reached the low 
ground, when a tuft of smoke shot up from 
the further extremity of the ridge, and an- 
nounced tho coming of a shell. Three other 
reports followed in quick succession, indicat- 
ing the presence of a four gun battery. 

NARROW ESCAPE OF GEN. WHII'PLS. 

The first shell struck the column near the 
centre, wounding very seriously Sergeant 
Woodall, of the 28th Kentucky, and injuring 
slightly quite a number of others. The sec- 
ond exploded almost under the feet of Gen.

John G. Wt 'ttier, the poet, states that while 
William Lloyri Garrison was in prison in Bal- 
timore in 1830 Henry Clav wrote from Lex- 
iDgton, Ky., to a friend in Baltimore, "direct- 
ing bim to pay the fine and costs and liberate 
Mr. Garrison." This fact has not been pub- 
licly known until very recently. 

Exchange papers. 

The statement is not entirely correct. ■ Mr. 
Clay related to us tho facts in July, 1830. A 
few months before, Mr. Garrison, Kiitorof an 
emancipation paper in Baltimore, was prose- 
cuted, imprisoned, and fined for a libel on a 
Mr. Wcrlfolk. Not being able to pay the fine, 
his iraprisenment wa3 prolonged on that ac- 
count. Mr. Whittier, an entire stranger to 
Mr. Clay, wrote to him as a philanthropist, 
begging him to pay the fine and thus 
procure Mr. Garrison's release. Mr. Clay 
wrote to his old friend Hesskiah .Vile?, of 
Niles's Register, asking him whether Mr. 
Garrison was a worthy man, and saying, that, 
if he was so, he would, pay one-half the fiae, 
provided Mr. Niles or others would pay the 
other half. Mr. Niles wrote back, stating," 
that, on the whole, he thought Mr. Garrison 
worthy. Mr. Cfay at once remitted the 
money for half of the fine, the other half was 
paid, and Garrison was discharged. 

It is not pleasant to have to add, that, some 
time afterwards, both Whittier and Garrison 
wrote bitter things against Mr. Clay.

Lasbly, company E, owes him $5; Richard 
Critser, camt.any E, owes him $5; P.M. Heal, 
company E, owes bim $5. 

Ho said I'ebould tind $37 in his walle'; on 
examination I could find but ip'M Having 
talked nnd prayed with him, I shook hands 
with him, end bade him farewell. He was 
ready, willing, and longing to go. He died at 
2 o'clock the same night, Oct. 15, He was 
shot through tbe thkjli, making a wound that 
proved incurable. Tbe nurse told me he elap- 
pra his-bauds for joy just before going. Thus 
my good brother your son has passed into the 
Paradise of God.

To make them mad. That's a curly h'eaded 
Yank with blue eyes, tha'.s a saying he'll kiss 
me if i keep A doing of it. i wouldn't caro-if 
Ho did, But for your sake dare sol. Got a 
furlo w Aid come to me. Cross over tbe river 
At caperton's ferry, nearstevingson, And I'll 
give the curly headed yank a kiss to Let ye 
over, good by sol. i must go. Mother siys 
The Yanks are A bunting down the chickens 
And goin to the smoke house, the hom 
guards on tothor side of The tennessee And 
sum of the confedrate cavalry stole all the 
chickens from the Union folks Thar. cou3ing

TFfE EGG BUSINESS. 

Tho other day our scouts, dressed in rebel 
uniform, were riding about between Hunts- 
ville and tbe Tennessee river, whoa they ac- 
costed a rather sharp-looking boy of twenty- 
five, with a baby's face.

Ar- 
riving here, he took tbe oath of allegiance, re- 
pented of his folly, and has proved himself to 
be one of our best and most valuable friends.

•within hailing distance of the pickets, then 
concealed in the woods or buried in the earth, 
and dealt ont in small quantities to bo carried 
in bottles and flasks, 'ibis ia done sometimes 
by secreting it nnder one's coat, packed up iu 
packages or homemade cloth, saddle-bags, 
and so on. Col. Wever is determined to stop 
this icjurious traffic, and a detachment is to 
be sent out to-day, I believe, to break up all 
the "stills" in the country.

THE GBEAT ESCAPADE KBOM THE LIBBV, 
[From the Bichmond Enquirer, Feb. 12.) * 

Tbe escape of the Yankee officers from the 
Libby continned to bo the liveliest topic of 
yesterday, and conjectures were rife as to tho 
means of the escape other than those describ- 
ed in the published accounts. The sentinels, 
as usual, were enriched #lth laure'.? that their 
native modesty, if nothing else, would cause 
them to decline. After all, however, this 
grand delivery does not exceed in glory or 
secrecy tbe escape of John Morgan from tbe 
Ohio Penitentiary, and yet neither the conni- 
vance nor carelesecess of sentinels or others 
have received any credit from Morgan or this 
historians, Yankee or Southern, ft is most 
probable, in fact, that this distinguished Gen- 
eral is, more than anybody else, responsible 
for tbe success with which Straight aud bis 
chums mede their exit from the Libby. Tho 
experience and example of the one was an ad- 
mirable lesson for the other. 

It appears that the tunnel under Twentieth 
street was dug entirely with an old hinge, 
and the loosened earth — a brittle, marly sand-*- 
removed witb an old 6ugar scoop stolen from 
tho hospital quarters. As the tunnel pro- 
gressed, the miner took with him, besides his 
tools, an old-fashioned knapsack, made upon 
a wooden frame, to which a cord was attached. 
When he filled this with earth, it WR3 drawn 
out by an accomplice who remained in tho 
cellar, the contents deposited safely out of the 
way, and it was then shoved back to the dig- 
ger with a pole. 

The basement itself in which this work was 
carried on was kept constantly locked, never 
used, and, tbe windows being tightly nailed, 
it wss as dark as pitch. The principal in the 
tunnelling operation was Captain J. N. John- 
son, of the 6th Kentucky cavalry, who is 
among the escaped. His accomplices were 
different, as occasion or private arrangement 
demanded. 

On several occasions it had been observed 
that this Johnson was absent from roll-call, 
and now and then two or three others, a cir- 
cumstance not very gratifying to the clerk 
having the roil to call, who", of course, would 
havo it to go over again. A short time after 
be would appear 'and make his presence 
known, and would give as an excuso that it 
was only a iittle fun — "just devilling the 
clerk." On one occasion, when this thing 
bad occurred once too often, he was called up 
for punishment, when he plead very earnestly, 
with a broad, good-natured grin, that he was 
' l »tsly joUi»g, and waarolled nn in hie blanket 
w^ien bis namn wo e oa ll o / i." £t was oaroused 
this time with a warning. He took good care 
to keep better hours in quarters, while the 
work continued below to its completion. 

Immediately after tho escape was discov- 
ered, nnd the first to go in pursuit, Mr. John 
Llpon, Assistant Clerk, with Orderly Hatcher, 
Warden It. R. Turner, and two policemen, 
went off in tbe direction of the Peninsula, 
and up to yesterday evening had signallized 
their promptness and energy by the recapture 
of eight of the fugitives, who thay picked up 
on the roads. Fourteen others were brought 
in during Wednesday night and yesterday, 
by pickets on the Ohickabominy. Several 
were captured at Bottom's Bridge, some in 
Hanover, but the larger number only a few 
miles from tho city. Intelligence was ob- 
tained that a number of them were trying to 
get through in the direction of Fredericks- 
burg. Another batch, recaptured in that 
direction, is looked for to-day. We give be- 
low the list of those who had, up to six o'clock 
last evening, been returned to their old quar- 
ters at the Libby. The energy and solicitude 
of Major Turnot are subjects of deserved com- 
mendation. 

One of the captures of Wednesday was 
made by "an American citizen of African 
descent." Tho dusky captor was engaged 
iu a matutinal "dig" ia his potato, patch, 
when be observed the fugitive officer, streak- 
ing il across the field. Seeing that be wore 
suspiciously blue garments, the darkey hailod 
bim and asked him where he was "gwine." 
Something to tho effect of " nowhere" being 
tbe reply, the darkey with courage and 
patriotism worthy of immortality, brought 
bis hoe to a "charge," and responded, " Yes 
you is, dough — you dono broke out o' one o' 
dem prisons — come along — you got to go wid 
me." He marched bim to the house, handed 
bim over to his master, and returned to the 
potato patch, coveted with glory. Tho Yan- 
kee arrived, under due guard, ye3torday 
morning.

I©- It turns out that the telefrrnph the 
other day omitted a couple of important 
olauBee in the call for a national convention 
of the radicals, the call being addressed in 
fact to "all qualified voters who desire the 
unconditional maintenance of the I'nion, the 
supremacy of the Constitution, and the com- 
plete suppression of the rebellion, with, the 
cause thereof, by vigorous war, and all apt 
and efficient means." The clauses dropped by 
the telegraph go very far to acquit the call of 
the accusation of hypocrisy that we made in, 
noticing the telegraphic report. We accord- 
ingly hasten to make all proper acknowledg- 
ments to the national committee of the radi- 
cals. If anybody not a revolutionary aboli- 
tionist attends the Baltimore ConveLtion, aud 
shall be kicked out into the street for his 
pains, be will have nothing but bis own stu- 
pidity to blame. The call is plain enough. 

IgfAccording to the statement we pub- 
lished yesterday, the cavalry force under Gsn. 
Smitb, in its advance through Mississippi, ac- 
complished very much, but the sad part and a 
very sad part of the affair is that it failed to 
accomplish its main purpose, a junction with 
Gen. Sherman. It was represented, when it 
set out, as the finest body of cavalry ever or- 
ganized in this country, but it was met and 
driven back, although Smith and Grier3on 
are recognized as among the very best cavalry 
officers in the servicj. The result is ascribed 
to the dilatoriness of one or two officers, 
who failed to come npin time with their com- 
mends, rendering it necessary for Smith to 
halt for several dajs in his march and thus to 
give the rebels ample time to concentrate in 
hia front. The delinquents, we most sincerely 
hope, will be sternly dealt with according to 
their deserts. The rebels improved their op- 
portunity and combined in all possible 
strength, greatly outnumbering the Federal 
force, and when Smitb, after his long 
delays finally advanced, the power of rebel 
numbers could not be withstood. And now 
Smith, after a singularly perilous and rapid 
retreat, i3 back in Memphis, whence he can 
perhaps accomplish something with his fine 
veteran troops, though we scarcoly know 
what. In the mean time, the whole or a 
large portion of the farces that combined 
against him can go and make themselves pow- 
erfully felt in important fields of action. 

We rejoice at the much which Gen. Smith 
and his forces were able to accomplish, but it 
is impossible to say what all the consequences 
of bis repulse may be. We suppose that his 
strong body of veteran cavalry has been a 
portion, and perhaps an important portion, of 
Gen. Sheiman's reliance in his tremendous 
expedition into the heart .and bowels of the 
.South. As he probably cannot go forward, 
Sherman may find himself, in his great exi- 
gency, without the cavalry that he absolutely 
needs. H is true that the rebel papers of 
Georgia speak of Sherman's having had a 
powerful cavalry force in his rapid advance 
through that State, but, if it had not been 
thought that he would need the reinforcement 
of Smith's cavalry, Smith would not have 
been ordered to join bim. Reinforced by 
Smitb, he would no doubt have been irresisti- 
ble. We trust that he is irresistible. And 
yet it must be understood that he has entered 
upon the greatest, boldest, and most import- 
ant enterprise of all the war, and that the de- 
struction with which his movements threaten 
everything vital in the South cannot fail to 
cause an immediate concentration against 
him of the whole force that the South can 
command lo avert the consummation of her 
ruin. Forces from Lee's army, forces from 
Johnston's, forces from Bcauiygara'S, forces 
from Savannah and Mobile, and forces from 
various other quarters, can concentrate rapid- 
y against him, and, while wc have the deep- 
est and most abiding confidence in his skill 
and energy and fertility of resource, we can- 
not but feel deeply and even painfully anxious 
for bis situation. What his plans may be we 
know not. Perhaps none except himself 
know. We hope that the military authoritiee 
at Washington don't know. Of course he 
does not contemplate remaining motionless 

■ for any great length of time at any point in 
Alabama or Georgia, unless indeed he shall 
take possession of Mobile or Savannah. And 
even then he would not think of remaining 
stationary with the whole of the gloriou3 
army that rejoices in him as its leader. 

Kentucky in Dixie. — Our readers are aware 
that an election was held last month for Rep- 
resentatives to the rebel Congress for Ken- 
tucky. The precincts were "lying about 
loose" wherever a equad of the trai- 
tor sons of this State could be found in 
Dixie. The voting was done by general 
ticket, and about one thousand voters electel 
the twelve members, or about 83^ between 

■ each favored Representative and his 
antagonist. The result of this noble ex- 
hibition of the eleptive franchise will fill a 
proud page in history, and we therefore ap- 
pend it for preservation:

In the Second District we mus the name of 
John W. Crockett; in the Sixth George P. 
Hodge is superseded b/bne of the Burnetts; 
and in the Eighth our oleaginous friend, 
Humphrey Marshall, has ousted S. S. Scott, 
whilo Willis B. Machen, Henry E. Read, Geo. 
W. Ewing, James S. Crisman, H. W. Bruce, 
E. M. Bruce, and John M. Elliott have betn 
re-elected. In the first rebel Congress Ken- 
tucky had eleven members; now it appears 
she is entitled to twelve; but Dr. Robert J. 
Breckinridge, Jr., has been left out in the 
cold, having represented the Tenth last year, 
while some one who delights in the name Of 
Bradley takes his place. The terrible effects of 
a triangular contest are visible in the Second 
District; for if Triplett and Dennis had joined 
their forces to the number of 400, Morris coull 
have been defeated by 15 majority. Whether 
the rebellion has gained or lost by this, we 
shall not pretend to decide. It is noticeable 
that opposition begins to spring up against the 
original members of the Council of Ten who 
constituted the Provisional Government of 
Kentucky, and declared our State free and 
independent from the United States at the cele- 
brated Russellville Convention. William E. 
Sims and Henry C. Burnett are snugly en- 
sconced in the rebel Senate at present, and 
cannot be reached. In a very short time there 
will be a great change of opinion among the 
rebel rank and file as to the patriotism, abil- 
ity, and valor of these men, who will feel ex- 
ceedingly anxious to make the tonr of 
Europe, while their dupes will tell them, 
tauntingly, as the Cardinal Richelien said to 
the first valet de chambre of Louis XIII.;

Ai-.si ri> TELEt.RAi-mii'. — The incomprehen- 
sible manner in which the telegraphic reports 
are forwarded to us for deciphering and pub- 
lication will accourft for the equally incom- 
prehensible form in which they appear to ovr 
r-aders in our daily summary of despatch". 
Oar corps of printers can setup types from tie 
very worst and most cramped styles of chir;- 
graphy, if they convey anything like seme 
from the writers, but the telegraphic reports 
have neither sense nor readable penmanship, 
and present a conglomerate mass of villainous 
incongruities. As a sample, we copy verba- 
tim et literatim, but not punctuatim— for it 
has no stops — an extract from our noon 
despatch of yesterday covering European 
news received at New York by the steamer 
Bremen from Southampton. It reads:

Wc might, with Champollion, attempt to 
decipher the inscriptions on obelisks, tem- 
ples, or pi ramids of the eras of Saophis or 
Sensaopbis; unravel the written mysteries 
on the monol:th3of Luxor or Karnack; "dive 
down into the Dead Sea to bring up interpre- 
tations from Sodom and Gomorrah; or pour 
with Layard over the Assyrian marbles, 
with some hope 1 of success as a reward for 
our patient assiduity, but who could ev%r 
hope to guess at the Sphynx-like cabalisms 
of such telegraphic despatches? Morse's 
alphabet, with its dots and dashes, to 
an unpractised eye or ear, would yield as 
much information as the telegrams when writ- 
ten by those who attempt to commit the pulsa- 
tions of the magnetic currents to paper for the 
use of the press. We despair of being able to 
penetrate the myslery. We have in our life 
amused ourselves by studying cryptography, 
and with some success, but the telegraphic 
operators bave dumbfounded us. Wo ac- 
knowledge beat; we "give it ap,'' and shall 
in future attempt nothing but as Lord Stanley 
did to tell the numbers of the rebels against 
Richard III— "by guess." We have ex- 
hausted our patience, and we know that of 
our readers has been sorely taxed, and we 
bave no remedy but to grin and bear it, until 
men of sounder discretion aro placed in the 
very re^nsible . positions of telegraphic 
operators. In the meantime, we shall mako 
the proper 'representations at headquarter.', 
and see if the evils of which we complain 
cannot be corrected. 

New York, March 1. 

Details are published of the late battle in 
Florida. Our force was 4,000 infantry. 400 
cavalry, and 20 cannon. The enemy's was 
reported at 13,000, posted between swamps 
and protected by earthworks and rifle-pits. 
The report that no skirmishers were thrown 
cut is untrue. After our defeat we retreated 
in good order. — Telegraphic Despatch. 

We should like to know why in the name 
of General Halleck and Mr. Stanton a force of 
only four thousand fjur hundred men was 
sent into a remote region where it was noto- 
riously easy for the rebels to gather speedily 
together whatever strength they might need. 
There are no precedents for such folly eicept 
those established* by our military authorities 
themselves during the present war. 

The despatch says that "th» report that no 
skirmishers were thrown out is untrue." Let 
us know whether scouts were thrown out in 
the manner that is usual where a military 
force ;3 moving in a hostile country full of 
peril. If scouts had been thrown out, they 
would 6urely kave reported the condition of 
affairs in front— enemy thirteen thousand 
strong, posted between swamps, and protected 
by earth-works and rifle-pits. And could not 
our troops, if informed of all this, have made 
a timely retreat-without being cut up in bat- 
tle? The despatch says, that, "after our de- 
feat, we retreated in good order," and could 
we not have retreated in as good order before 
defeat as after it? 

There is no use in trying to cover up the 
fact that thn whole affair w»o a miserable 
piece ot business. "SouictiuJy blundered.'' 
Where the main or the whole responsibility 
rests, we may perhaps know better hereafter 
than we do now. But very likely we shall 
never know much about it. 

A letter from St. Augustine, Florida, 
mentions that Senator Yulee has never held 
office under the Confederate Government, nor 
in the State Government of Florida since she 
seceded, and that he therefore comes within 
the terms of the Amnesty Proclamation. From 
what people hear of ex-Senator Yulee, they 
would not be At all surprised if be were to at- 
tempt to avail himself of some such plea as 
this. And yet it would be a mo3t impudent 
and shameless proceeding. He was one of the 
busiest and most zealous of the original con- 
spirators against the Union, being a member 
of the secret Congressional clique, which, du- 
ring the Buchanan administration, engineered 
the whole of the secession machinery. The 
whole clique staid in Congress just a3 long as 
they could with safety to their traitor necks, 
staid there to play the spy and to promote in 
all ways the interests of disunion, and then 
resigned and went home, exchanging 
the character of disguised rebels for the less 
detestable character of undisguised ones. 

The «ew York Times says that among the 
letters recently found in the houses of leading 
rebels at the South was one from Yulee, 
written from Washington early in January, 
16C1, saying that, upon consultation, the se- 
cession members had decided to remain in 
Congress as long as possible, in order to de- 
feat measures that might be brought forward 
against the rebellion — such as raising troops, 
making loans, &c, ktt. The whole of them 
were a3 villainous traitors as ever suffered 
treason's penalties. 

New York, March 1. 

The Richmond Examiner eay3 now that 
Sherman's force is dispersed or withdrawn, 
there appears to be but little anxiety as to 
anything Farragut may accomplish. 

Telegraphic Despatch. 

What does the Richmond organ mean? 
Sherman's force may, to be sure, be "with- 
drawn," but, if eo, we venture to say, that it 
has been withdrawn from one point only to 
occupy another and a more, important one. 
As to its being "dispersed," that's bald-headed 
nonsense. There has been no battle to dis- 
perse it. And would an army of thirty-five 
or forty thousand men, led by Wm. T. Sher- 
man,-voluntarily disperse and scatter in the 
heart of the rebel Confederacy, hundreds of 
miles from any Federal camps? 

We think that the telegraph agents might 
be better employed than in insulting and de- 
grading heaven's lightning by sending it to 
bear such messages.

of the rebel General, was killed in the late 
fight with Gen. Smith. If the General him- 
self were killed, we certainly shouldn't curse 
the dead, but we might feel like exclaiming, 
"God bless the bullet."

Thirteenth KentI'Ck v Cavalby axi> th;: 
Gcerillas.— Co!. Weatherford, of the 13th 
Kentucky Cavalry, baa arrived in our city 
from Burkesville, Ky., on the Cumberland 
river, where , his regiment, for the past two 
months, has been stationed. The coloae! in- 
forms us that the country surrounding Burkes- 
ville is overrun by guerilla bands, and the 
citizens have suffered severely by their many 
wanton depredations. The bands are mainly 
composed of deserters from Kentucky and 
Tennessee rebel regiments under the com- 
mands of Champ Ferguson, Hamilton, Rich- 
ardson, and Hughe?. 

The Colonel's regiment, since the 1st of 
January, has been actively employed in op' ■ 
rating against these guerilla hordes, having 
killed and captured during the time nearly 
two hundred of them. Champ Ferguson's 
original band has been almost entirely anni- 
hilated. Three brothers of the notorious 
Richardson have been killed by"- the gallant 
boys cf the 13t'a Kentucky, the third one 
meeting his death in a skirmish ihe-latter part 
of last week. On Saturday the Colonel sent 
a scout of four companies over on Obey river, 
Tenn., thirty-five miles from Burkesville, to 
look after the guerillas in that section. Thir- 
ty prisoners arrived in this city Monday 
night, that were captured by the 13th Ken- 
tucky. Col. Weatherford and;hi3 regiment 
are doing excellent service on the border. 

Capture op the Gi'kiiilla Richardson. — A 
gentlemaD, who passed through Tompkins- 
ville on Sunday morning at ten o'clock, see- 
ing a detachment of Union troops on the 
roa3, joined them for the purpose of obtain- 
ing an escort through that dangerous neigh- 
borhood. The force consisted of about one 
hundred of Col. Weatherford's 13th Kentucky 
cavalry, under command of Cipt. Watson and 
Lieut. Portman, from whom our informant 
learced that is a recent scout through Jack- 
son county, Tenn., they had succeeded in 
catching the notorious robber and horse-thief 
Richardson and another guerilla, the former 
having made a desperate resistance and been 
wounded in the arm. The capture was made 
at the Widow Langford's house, and Captain 
Watson intended to forward his prisoners to 
Glasgow.

Johnson, on the Mondays succeeding the 
Floyd court, for six days.

JtB™ William D. Gallagher, Esq., was con- 
firmed by the United States Senate, on Mon- 
day, as Surveyor for the port of Louisville, 
and John S. Nixon as Collector for the Fourth 
District of Kentucky. 

Federal Court.— The case of Mr. W. 
Gregory, charged with harboring rebels and. 
Otherwise giving aid and comfort to the ene- 
my, was brought before the Court yesterday. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Gregory was 
tried last week aud found guilty, when his 
counsel moved for another hearing of the 
case. It was argued yesterday, and overruled 
by the Court. The penalty under the statute 
for this offence is a fine of not more than 
$10,000, or ten years' imprisonment. In con- 
sideration of its being the first offence, and 
other palliating circumstances, the Judge 
fixed the fine at the moderate sum of $100 and 
costs. The effect of the statute also liberates 
the slaves and lays the estate of the guilty 
party liable to confiscation. Upon taking the 
President's oath of amnesty, Mr. Gregory was 
released from the fine of $100, and the costs of 
the suit were all that was imposed upon him 
by the Court. By this act Mr. G. also secures 
himself from all further liability under the 
statute providing for the offence of which he 
was found guilty.

Spotteo Fever.— We hear of a case or two 
Of spotted fever in Madison. This disease is 
said to be prevailing in different localities in 
Harrison county, in this State. In several 
neighborhoods north and east of Corydon, it 
. has been very bad. It seems that sudden 
changes of the weather, especially from warm 
to cold, increase the number of cases, and 
render them more fatal. There are several 
cases in Corydon, but they generally yield 
to prompt medical treatment. We also hear 
of several cases in Louisville, three or four of 
' ave proved fatal.

Examination of Buck Newtok ton ths 
KiLLirff; of Wm McFekran — The Phisoner 
Commuted to Ansv kis the Chaki.k or Mur- 
der in the First Degk.sk. — Tne untimely 
death of Wm. McKerran, an estimable young 
man of this city, on Saturday night last, crea- 
ted a feelinsrof deep sadness througuoit the 
community, and, as might be expecte 1, the ex- 
amination of the party who committed the 
deed attracted a large crowd to bear the evi- 
dence in this deplorable affair. The prisoner, 
Buck Newton, was arraigned yesterday morn- 
ing before Judge Johnston, and the investiga- 
tion consumed the greater portion of the day. 
The accused is a young man of medium statura 
and fine personal appearance. During the 
trial he seemed to be deeply affected, and evi- 
dently realized his unhappy situation. All 
the parties who wore present at the time of the 
affray were in attendance- 

A number of witnesses wr-re examined, and 
the testimony elicited proved - that Buck 
Newton and D. Baldwin wore the principals 
in the difficulty, and their friends eudeavorei 
to avert their coming in collision. It appDars 
that Mr. McFerran received the fatal o.i'l in- 
tended tor Baldwiu, while he was holding 
him to prevent his getting to Newton. The 
prosecution endeavored to establish the point 
that the prisoner Had sufficient time before 
firing to observe the position ia wbieh Mr. 
McFerran was standing, and {hat the ball must 
necessarily be received by him. One witness 
testified that a sufficient time had elapsed after 
the deceased tad placed himself ' between the 
combatants to allow Newton to see where his 
shot would take effect. Another was of 
the opinion, that, under the excitement of 
the occasion, the prisoner did not ob- 
serve the perilous position of Mr. McFerran 
before discharging bis weapon. The prose- 
cution, however, conceded the point that 
Newton had no_design of shooting the de- 
ceased, but firedflk a reckless manner, with- 
out regard to' the result, and was, therefore, 
guilty of taking the life of a man who had 
Dever injured him in any respect, and that 
the excuse was not sufficient to justify the act. 
It also appeared that the parties had no pre- 
vious acquaintance, and that no animosity 
existed prior to their meeting. The evidence 
proved further that the first insult was given 
by some one of Newton's friends, which 
brought about the unfortunate difficulty. 

On the part of the defence, it was urged 
that Baldwin, being a much larger man than 
Newton, the latter had good" reason to fear 
that he would receive serious bodily ham it 
Baldwin succeeded in getting his hands upon 
him, and that the shooting was consequently 
done in self-defence. It was further proven 
that Newton repeatedly exclaim^! to Mr. 
Baldwin, during the difficulty, ''I nave done 
you no harm, and do not want any difficulty 
with you," and was endeavoring to get 
away from him by running. Baldwin had 
struck at him several times, and, according to 
the best knowledge and belief of one witness, 
succeeded in hitting him once. According to 
the testimony of the witnesses, it was estab- 
lished that the parties to the affray were under 
tte influence of liquor. 

The case was abiy argued on both sides by 
the learned counsel, and several eminent au- 
thorities were quoted to establish their points. 
The examination resulted in the committal of 
the prisoner to answer the charge of murder 
in the first degree, at the next term of the 
Jeffeison Circuit Conrt.

alarmed, and the escape of the boats and their 
precious freights of human lives was almost 
miraculous. « 

In the late raid on Maj field, Kentucky, the 
guerillas were guided in their operations by 
a fellow named Bragg. For a long time he 
was a soldier in the reb.;l army. Deserting 
from that army, or pretending to do so, he 
took the amnesty oath and located in May- 
field. It seems, however, he was only a spy, 
for, the first favorable opportunity that pre- 
sented itself, he betrayed those who had 
treated him so leniently, and pointed out their 
home3 for the ruffians he had piloted into the 
town to pillage and destroy. 

Wm. S. Harris, a clothing merchant on 
Market street, was arrested yesterday, and 
held in bonds of $5,000, for selling military 
clothing to soldiers. 

The 51st New York and 50th Illinois vet- 
eran regiments, arrived in the city yesterday 
en route to the front, with their ranks gceat- 
ly increased by new recruits. The 57th and 
58th Indiana regiments arrived from the front 
yesterday on their way home to enjoy their 
furlough of thirty days. 

John W. Jackson of Harrison county, Ky., 
who has served about two years in the rebel 
army, came to Covington on Saturday and 
surrendered birreelfto th« military authori- 
ties, being desirous of taking the oath of am- 
nesty. 

The 20th Indiana is eipocted here in a few 
days. 

Important Arrest. — It will be remembered 
that on TueEday of last week the prisoners in 
the Frankfort, Ky., jail, broke out, aud most 
of them made good their -escape. Among 
these prisoners were Perry Taylor, a notori- 
ous thief, and John Anderson, with perhaps 
half a dozen aliases attached for convenience 
sake. Anderson is no doubt an adept in 
thievery, as is also Taylor. These two celeb- 
rities were seen in New Albaqy, on Monday, 
and immediately officers Smith, Rager and 
Kendle, of that city, devised a plan for their 
arrest, which proved successful. About eight 
o'clock Monday night the thievej~were over- 
hauled on the Silver Creek bridge, between 
New Albany and Jeffersonville.having learned 
that the i>olice were on their track, and deter- 
mined, it possible, to get into a more quid* 
neighborhood. They were placed in jail to 
await the necessary authority for their trans- 
fer to their old quarters at Frankfort. Taylor 
was under sentence to the Kentucky peniten- 
tiary at the time of his escape. The arrests 
were most adroitly managed, and the officers 
who made them deserve much credit. • 



The Draft. — The Cincinnati Commercial 
says the report current in Washington on 
Sunday evening that the Provo3t Marshal 
General would issue an order postponing the 
draft until the 1st of April was without 
foundation. The Provost Marshal General 
of Ohio on Monday received a despatch from 
Col. Fry instructing him to prepare for the 
draft in every sub-district of Ohio that had 
not furnished its quota by the 1st of March.

Washington, March 1. 

,-ENATE. 

After tbe presentation of Tarious reports 
horn the committee?, tho bill to proyide for 
the protection to overland emigration to the 
Pacific was paused. 

Tbe Hoo3e joint resolution granting thanks 
to the officers and soldiers who have re-inlisled, 
was passed. 

Mr. Fessenden reported from the Finance 
Committee of the House, act 2i"-5, supplemen- 
tary to the act to provide ways and means tor 
tbe support of the Government, approved 
March 3, 18G3. 

Mr. Powell moved to strike out the seeond 
section authorizing an additional issue of 
$11,000,000 of five-twenty bonds to persona 
who subscribed previous to January 21, 1801, 
inclusive. The amendment was rejected by 
11 to 27. ' 
. Mr. Wade presented a petition from the Ger- 
man political club of Cleveland, in reference 
to tbe policy of reconstruction. Referred to 
the Judiciary Committee. 

Mr. Sumner presented a petition from citi- 
zens of Ohio, praying for a repeal of the fugi-» 
tive slave law and amendment to the consti- 
tution. Referred. 

Mr. Nesmith called up a bill to protect the 
overland emigration. Passed. 

On motion of Mr. Howard, the resolution 
was adopted, calling on the Secretary of 
the Treasury to fornish copies of Reports of 
the I'nion Pacific Railroad. Executive Ses- 
sion adjourned. 

A debate arose on Mr. Hendricks's motion 
to 6trike out six per cent and insert five in the 
$20,000,000 5-40 loan. ■ 

The bill and motion were fisally rejected. 

Mr. Morgan offered an amendment to issue 
$11,000,000 in bonds, to be sold to the highest 
bidder, which was rejected. 

Tbe bill without amendment passed. 

On motion of Mr. Sherman, the report of 
the Committee of Conference on the disagree- 
ing votes was rend. 

The Senate insisted upon its disagreement, 
and the matter was referred to the House for 
its action. 

Mr. Sherman said he withdrew his proposi- 
tion to instruct the Senate Committee until 
tbe House had voted. 

BOCSE. 

Mr. Brandger offered a resolution fixing tbe 
31st of May, tbe Senate concurring, for the ad- 
journment of Congress. House resumed the 
consideration of the bill t,o establish a Bureau 
for Freedmen's affairs. 

Mr. Knapp, of Illinois, opposed, and Mr. 
Price, of Iowa, advocated the Dill. 

A message was received from the Senate, 
that the Committee of Conference on tbe 
whiskey bill, bad been unable to agree. 

Mr. Wasoburne, of Illinois, offered a reso- 
lution that the House insist on its disagree- 
ment to the Senate's amendments, and that 
the House r*iueet another Committee of Con- 
ference, and tbat tbe House hereby declares 
as its judgment, that, in the adjustment of tbe 
differences, there should be an additional tax 
of not less than 20c, or more than 40c per gal- 
lon on spirits on hand. 

Mr. Washburne's resolution was adopted 
Yeas 7G; nays 67. 

Tbe consideration of tho rfeedmen's bill was 
resumed, and after debate, was passed By tiro 
majority. 

Mr. Pendleton, of Ohio, moved tbe House 
recede from its disagreement. Negativei, 
43 against 78. Adjourned. 

Washington, March 1. 
As some controversy exists in Tennessee 
concerning the te3t oath prescribed by Gov. 
Johnson in his late proclamation, aud as 
questions have been raised as to its incom- 
patibility with the President's amnesty proc- 
lamation, it is proper to say that it is known 
in Washington beyond any doubt that the 
President and Governor Johnson are in per- 
fect accord in the matter ot providing for an 
election in tbat State, with the view of restor- 
ing Tennessee to her former position in the 
Union, and the President does not consider 
the Governor's form of oath in the qualifica- 
tion of voters as incongruous with that which 
he himself prescribes to be taken as preliminary 
to pardon. But rather as an oatb, which 
should be respected and enforced. Of this 
fact there is reason to believe the citi/.sas of 
Tennessee will be duly informed. The bill 
supplementary of the loan act, having passed 
both Houses, now only awaits the Presi- 
dent's approval to become law. It is 
tbe same as published, with addition 
tbat coupons of registered bonds for 200,000,- 
000 loan redeemable at pleasure of tbe gov- 
ernment, after any period rot less than five 
years from date, and payable not moro than 
forty years from date, are to be paid in coin. 
It is understood to be the purpose of tbe 
government to issue fire per cent bonds paya- 
ble in forty years, but nfter twenty years the 
princpal to be paid in gold. No doubt is en- 
tertained tbat the bonds can be readily placed 
at par, the plates will be immediately en- 

Several days ago the House of Representa- 
tives called upon the President to publish a 
statement of the number of re-enlisted veter- 
ans from each State and other information in 
this connection. 

To this the President has replied, enclosing 
"a communication from the Secretary of War, 
who says thatin his opinion it would be preju- 
dicial to the public service to transmit to the 
House at the present time' the information 
requested. 

The appointment of a warden of the jail of 
the District of Columbia, having by law been 
taken by Mr. Lawson and Mr. Westral in the 
name of the President. The latter to-day 
nominated to that office Robert Bale, of Wash- 
ington, who was formerly sergeant-at-arms 
in the Senate. 

The nomination of Major-General Grant as 
Lieutenant-General, which was sent to the 
Senate, was referred to the Military Commit- 
tee according to the usage in affairs relating 
to the army. 

The Senate to-day confirmed the nomina- 
tion of U. M. Orr to be Assessor of Internal 
Revenue for the 3d District of California, and 
Alfred Buggs to be Collector of Intornal 
Revenue for the 4th District of California. 

The bill which passed the House to-day to 
establish a Bureau of Freedmen's Affairs, 
creates that office in the War Department. 
It is to be placed in charge of a Commissioner, 
at an annual salary of $1,000, to whom is to 
be referred tbe adjustment and determination 
of all questions arising under any laws now 
existing or hereafter to be enacted concerning 
persons of African descent and persons who 
are or shall become free by virtue of 
any proclamation or military order issued, 
enacted, or promulgated, during the present 
rebellion, by virtue of any act of emancipa- 
tion which shall be enacted, by any State for 
tbe freedom of such persons held as service of 
labor within such State, or who shall 
be otherwise entitled to their freedom. 
Tbe commissioner is also charged with the 
execution of all laws providing lor the coloni- 
zation of freedmen, and with the delivery of 
any bonds of tbe United States or any in- 
demnity to any State which shall become en- 
titled by reason of the emancipation of 
slavery within such State, and of any act 
of Congress anthorizing the issue of such 
bonds of payment of such indemnity. 

The bill, among other things, provides for 
the appointment of an Assistant Commission- 
er and other officers, who are to permit per- 
sons of African descent, or persons who shall 
become free, to occupy, cultivate, and improve 
all lands lying within tbe districts now or 
heretofore in rebellion, which lands may have 
been, or may hereafter be, abandoned by tbe 
owners, and all real estate to which the United 
States shall have acquired title. 

New Yobk, March 1. 

An expedition up the St. Mary 8 river, Flor- 
ida, bad captured half a million feet of season- 
ed yellow pine lumber. A raid to Georgia 
destroyed a number of ferry boats at the main 
ferries in that part of the country. A small 
force took possession of Uallsville and threw 
open the rebel store houses to the starving 
people of that place, besides repulsing a party 
of the enemy sent against tbem. After hold- 
ing possession fifty hours our men retired. 

The Government boats, Pawnee, Mohawk, 
Ottoton, and Norwich, are at Jacksonville. 

Correspondents say that the morale of our 
men are unimpaired, and a willingness to 
meet the enemy is as perfect as ever. After a 
few days rest they will move against him 
successfully, and will meet him if he does 
advance. 

The following is an extract from a re- 
cent letter written by an American ship- 
master, dated Singapore, January 3, 18(34: 
"The Alabama came here last week, coaled, 
and steamed to Malacca Straits. 1 think she 
will go round Sumatra into Sunda Straits, 
then up tbe China Sea and over to the Califor- 
nia coast, if not captured. She has 111 men, a 1 
discontented, and many of them deserted here, 
notwithstanding they are watched by the of- 
ficers with loaded revolvers. There are about 
six Southern men on board, and the carpenter 
is a Massachusetts man. She has completely 
stopped American commerce in the KasL Our 
vessels are laying up in all ports. Some are 
being sold cheap." 

Washington, Feb. 29. 

News has been received here by the 
Navy Department, that during tbe latter 
part of January two French frigates 
entered Acapulco and proceeded to overhaul 
everytbisg, threatening to bombard tbe town 
If resistance was offered. They examined 
all American vessels in port, and caused much 
consternation among other neutrals. Ac- 
counts, via Panama, state that a French frig- 
ate is keeping a strict blockade at Acapulco 
and has seized a quantity of contxaban 1 of 
war. The U. S. frigates Lancaster and .Sigi- 
n»w, are there. The former would leave for 
Panama on the arrival of the French Admi- 
re*. The French will then take possession of 
the town probably without resistance.

Cairo, Feb. 29. 

Gen. W. L. Smith, commanding the late 
cavalry (xpedition, arrived to-day. The ex- 
pedition was 7.0C0 strong. Its object was to 
clear the country of straggling rebel forces, 
and, if possible, make a diversion in favor of 
Gen. Sherman, and join him if practicable. 

Gen. Buckland, commanding the District of 
Memphis, has issued an order requiringall the 
male residents of Memphis between sixteen 
and fifty, who do not already belong to au- 
thorized companies of the enrolled militia, to 
report, in person, at headquarters, within five 
days from the date of this order, and all per- 
sons above this class, who may hereafter ar- 
rive in the city, are ordered to report in tbe 
same manner within 1en days after their ar- 
rival. 

The steamers Glendale, Gen. Grant, and 
Navigator have arrived with eight hundred and 
sixty bales of cotton. The New National 
brought up fifty bales of confiscated cotton. 
The steamer Iatan brocght up. three hundred 
and seventy-seven bales from Duvall's Bluff. 
The Lizzie Martin was loaded with five hun- 
dred bales for Arkansas river, but was obliged 
to discharge it, the boat being required for the 
Government service. 

~, Mimphis, Feb. 27. 
An officer attached to Gen. Grierson's col- 
ulmn of Gen. Smith's cavalry expedition, fur- 
nishes little beyond what has been pre- 
viously reported. Our loss In the at- 
tack on the enemy, at West Point, was foity 
killed and wounded. We drove the rebels 
out, destroyed a numbsr of cars, culverts, de- 
pots, several miles of the railroad track, and 
a large amount of cotton, corn, etc. In the 
attack of Forrest on our rear, near Okalona, 
the 3d Tennessee cavalry broke at the first 
fire, running six of their small guns into the 
ditch.

The pr.st wcok ha8 been one of unparalleled 
tlifsiiiation in tlio anna's cf this moss dissipa- 
ted of all cnp't-.ih. On reading {he list nn.l 
details of bolls, dinners, pctits-soiipcrj, &c, 
wc miuvel how tlio twenty-font Uoarj of the 
days liaTC snfiit-:il lor t'ae var'.oat fetes thai are 
crowded into them. Grand balls at tin Tml- 
cries are succeeded by brilliant entertainments 
at the ministerial palaces, and all Paris is dan- 
cing excepting the unfortunate victims of la 

grippe, or influenza, which this yoar has been 
uniminlly prevalent and severe, owing to the 
sudden cbanscs in the weather, which, daring 
the last month, has been constantly varying 
from a winter to a spring temp:rature; for a 
few days we hf>vo had a Russian climate, aid 
then again there comes a balmy day, which 
briDgs us n breath of spring.

"II For tbe greater protection of transports from 
danger of lass by fire, it Is ordered : 

Thatevery steamboat navigating the waters 
cf this Military Division (except feiryboats and boa's 
lyiug up for repairs) ihall at all tiraos keep a watch of 
at least tour men on every boat, two of whom shall bs 
at all times on duly— one on the boiler, one on the 
main decks, an i continualty passing over their re- 
spcclive decks until relieved; and all be:it,l lying up 
forn-iiairs shall keep a like watch of at least three 
men. Bald watchman to be carefully selected aud 
iceistercd as such on the portage nook, 

"Becond. Th»t eYcryjBtearnboat shall, at all times.ex- 
cent wbeuactnall) storing freight in, or discharging 
ilxroui the hold, or ia othor.cases or actual necessity, 
keep the hatches and scuttles securely closed and 
.1' eked, the key to bo kept by tho captain or first mate, 
w ho shall bo held responsible for the same, and with, 
out whose nornihsion no person shall be allowed to go 
into the hold, and who shall also at all times, when 
the hold is open, place an extra watch therein.

Death 0» Ma*. 0«traAT. Hakhisox. — A 
mother in Israel hns departcd—auother of 
those pioneers who are passing away— nearly 
all gone, and of whom it may soon be saitl, 
"They are all gathered to their fathers." 
Coming generations will reap the fruit of 
their labors; but their faces will be seen no 
more. 

Mrs. Harrison was the daughter of John 
Cloves SytntLtts, the original purchaser of the 
Miami country. She was married to the lion. 
CaptaitL, Harrison, who commanded Fort 
Washington, soon after the departure of Gen. 
Wajno for the Atlantic States, probably in 
179G. She had, therefore, been forty-five 
years married when her husband, then Presi- 
dent of the United States, died, and more 
than twenty years since a widow. What a 
varied life of trial and experience was that, 
which, beginning as a pionoer child in the 
Miami country in 1769, has lived seventy- 
four years since, and sixty-five a wife and 
widow. But Mrs. Harrison's life compre- 
hended vastly more than this. She was with 
her husband as he passed through all the sta- 
tions of civil and of military career. She 
married him as Captain Harrison. She saw 
him as General aud Commander-in-Chief, 
member of Congress, Senator, Governor, and 
President. She was with him in prosperity 
and adversity, for thoy wore compiled to 
see, in various ways, not a little of adversi- 
ty. In this ioug career, Mrs. Harrison never 
failed in any Christian duly. Perhaps her 
most distinct trait of character, in relation to 
that public life, in which her husband and 
family were so much called to act, was her 
want of any love of show, or inordinate am 
bition. To all tho allurements of public 
life she was indifferent, but quietly pursued 
the humble, discreet, self-denying offices of a 
Christian woman. In fact, Mrs. Harrison was 
a pious, devoted, benevolent Christian, pur- 
suing the duties of the Christian life with 
exemplary fidelity. Her character is summed 
up in a paragraph from Howe's "Ohio:" 
"She is elistiuguishcd for her benevoleuca 
and her piety; all who know her view her 
with esteem and affection; and her whole 
course through life, in all its relations, has 
been characterized by those qualifications 
that complete the character ol an accom- 
plished matroll. 

When such a matroii, who has seen hus- 
band, children, and even grand children de- 
scend bt:ore her to the grave, shall depart 
full of grace, aud leaving her fruits behind, 
who shall lament? The aged trunk has 
fallen, but the spirit has gone to God, who 

fave it. Blessed arc the dead who die in the 
lord. — Cm. Gazette.
